Naming Nitze 
May Trigger 
Explosion

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Kennedy's appointment of 
a new Navy secretary may set 
off a chain reaction leading to 
congressional explosion over a 
tentative Pentagon decision to 
deny the Navy any more nuclear 
carriers. 


When Paul H. Nitze, named 


Monday to succeed Fred Korth, 
comes before the Senate for con- 
firmation, it seems certain he 
will be asked for his views on 
the continuing controversy over 
whether carriers 
should 
be 


phased out in favor of missiles 
and missile-firing submarines. 


Korth, who said he was re- 


signing to "attend to my press- 
ing private affairs," orobably 
will be asked to explain if his 
decision -fead any 
f$nnection 


with 'his apparently futile efforts 
to get a new nuclear carrier 
built. 


Associates said his defeat in 


the nuclear power argument 
sped his decision to quit. 


Some Congress members said 


they 
thought Korth's 
action 


stemmed from the row over the 
controversial 
TFQ 
warplane 


contract award, and Sen. Carl 
T. Curtis, R-Neb., said Korth 
will be questioned again about 
it. 


Korth has told the Senate In- 


vestigations subcommittee head- 
ed by Sen. John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark., that a bank he former- 
ly headed in Fort Worth, Tex., 
joined several others in making 
a loan to the General Dynam- 
ics Corp. 


General Dynamics was given 


the TFX contract by Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNamara 
despite a claim by the Boeing 
Co. that it could produce the 
TFX — tactical fighter, experi- 
mental — cheaper. Korth sup 
ported the award to General 
Dynamics.

Everett M. Dirksen said he 
thinks there will be no serious 
opposition to confirmation of 
Nitze, who now is assistant sec- 
retary of defense for interna- 
tional affairs. He was named to 
the post by Kennedy in 1961.

The plant will be an electric 


steel melting furnance and roll- 
ing mill to produce a full range 
of concrete reinforcing bars. 
The mill will utilize steel scrap 
and local iron ore. 


The plant will produce 6,000 


tons of bars per month and a 
plant spokesman said buyers 
for 4,000 pounds a month had al- 
ready been found. 


Officials said the plant would 


use two million cubic feet of 
oxygen per month, offering po- 
tential for establishment of an 
oxygen plant. 


The plant will also use 7,000 


tons of scrap steel per month 
and several hundred tons of 
limestone.

Chancellor 
Adenauer 
Steps Down

BONN, Germany (AP)—Ron- 


rad Adenauer bade farewell to 
the West German Parliament 
as chancellor today, saying his 
dream of a reunited Germany 
is possible only with the help of 
friends abroad. 


It was a solemn hour for the 


man who had been West Ger- 
many's only chancellor in the 14 
years of rebuilding from the 
ruins of World War. II. In dark 
coat and striped trousers,, ha 
listened soberly to praise from 
Eugen Gerstenmaier, president 
of the Bundestag. 


"today," Gerstenmaier con- 


cluded, "the German Bundestag 
rises to you, Mr. Federal Chan* 
cellor, to announce thankfully to 
the German people: 


"Konrad A d e n a u e r has 


earned 
the gratitude of the 


Fatherland." 


The Bundestag president read 


a short letter from President 
Heinrich Luebke, accepting the 
resignation of the 
87-year-old 


chancellor. 


Then Adenauer spoke of the 


dream that never was realized, 
the reunion of West Germany 
with Communist - ruled East 
Germany. 
i 


"A solution is not possible be- 


tween ourselves and our oppo- 
nents alone," he said, "but only 
with the help of our friends, 
and thank God, we have friends 
in the world again." 


By opponents, he meant the 


Russians, who still occupy East 
Germany and have set up a 
Communist regime for its 17 
million inhabitants. 


Adenauer said that reunifica- 


tion could be seen on the hori- 
zon if Germans are 
watchful, 


cautious and patient. 


"I am convinced that it will 


come," Adenauer said, "be- 
cause unity cannot be denied to 
a people like the Germans when 
they want to create it 
in 


peace." 


Adenauer has one more day 


in office. He will remain as act- 
ing chancellor until the Bundes- 
tag elects Ludwig Erhard, the 
vice chancellor. 


In a talk with reporters Mon- 


day, Adenauer had disclosed he 
felt the goal of reuniting Ger- 
many had been set back by 
warming relations between the

May Be Out

WASHINGTON (AP)-A long- 


stalled bill to end the two-price 
system for cotton is beginning 
to show signs of life. 


One member of the House Ag- 


riculture Committee said today 
there is a possibility the bill 
might be acted upon by the 
House in about two weeks. 


The measure, h o p e f u 11 y 


launched early this year,, has 
run into numerous obstacles, the 
last being a fear by most sup 
porters of the measure that the 
House wouldn't pass it in its 
present form.

The bill was okayed by the 


House Agriculture 
Committee

and 
subsequently 


cleared by the Rules Committee 
for House consideration.

Chairman Harold D. Cooley, D- 
N.C., of the Agriculture Com- 
mittee has not moved to have it 
called up for fear the House is 
hostile to the measure. 


As now written the bill would, 


in effect, allow domestic mills 
to purchase U.S. cotton at the 
world price, which is 8Vz cents 
a pound lower than the domes- 
tic supported price of 321/?. cents. 


Spokesmen for the domestic 


mills contend that without some 
such legislation 
they cannot 


compete with foreign mills and 
would have to turn more and 
more to synthetic fibers. 


Some members of Congress, 


however, say the bilt merely 
would pile another subsidy on 
the cotton program. 


When the first was proposed 


last January the agriculture de- 
partment suggested a domestic 
cotton 
subsidy — of 4 to 
6 


cents a pound, rather than Wi 
cents. 


But the committee decided on 


the 8Va - cent payment, starting 
next August. 


A new approach now has been 


suggested by Chairman E. C. 
Gathings, D-Ark., of the Cotton 
Subcommittee w h i c h began 
wrestling with the bill last De- 
cember. 


Gathing suggests that the do- 


mestic payment be tied, per-

Thus, assuming the domestic 


price is 32M; cents and the world 
price 24 cents (leaving an ex- 
port subsidy of 8Vz cents) U.S.
